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DETAILED ACTION 
Inventorship 

1. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 
2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kim (US 6,526,346 
B2). 
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Regarding claim 1, the reference of Kim discloses a method for controlling a diesel 
engine including the following subject matters: injection quantity determination means for 
determining the required fuel injection quantity based on the accelerator opening degree and 
engine revolution speed (col. 3, lines 19-24), the device comprising control (20) means for 
conducting a minimum cut-off control such that at the time the injection is to be restarted after 
fuel injection has been cut-off for the predetermined time, the fuel injection cut-off is continued 
when the required injection quantity determined by said injection quantity determination means 
is less than the prescribed minute injection quantity, and the fuel injection is restarted when the 
required injection quantity is equal to the prescribed minute injection quantity or larger, this 
restart being made with the required injection quantity attained at this time (col. 3, line 42 
through col. 4, line 53).

4. Claims 2-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
